Honolulu. Oct. 14—(AP)—Presi- 


dent Truman winged toward Wake 
Island today for a momentous 
meeting with General MacArthur. 
Their talks will deal with the Red 
menace in Asia and world peace in 
general. 


The President took off from 


Honolulu's Hickam field at 12:25 
a-m. (4:25 a.m. CST). His plan-, 
The Independence, is expected to 
hop the 2,300 miles in nine hours, 
arriving about 6:30 fi-m. Sunday, 
Wake time (1:30 p.m_ CST, Sat- 
urday) . 


MacArthur arrived on the tiny 


mid-Pacific island from Tokyo at 
6 p.m. (midnight CST). 


Accompanied by Aides 


The President is accompanied by 


his top military and civilian ad- 
visers. The general took only a 
few aides and John J. Muccio, 
tT. S. ambassador to embattled Ko- 
rea. 


Before leaving1 Honolulu, Tru- 


man expressed confidence that an- 
other war is not "inevitable." It 
was expected that he and Mac- 
Arthur would seek to convince 
Asia—land of most of the world's 
people—that the United States 
wishes only its peace and well- 
being.

Besides fire's usual destruction, it is now* hampering efforts

The graph above 
shows that fire losses are near their highest level in history. 
The peak loss of $711.114.000 occurred in 1948. Last year the 
figure dropped to $667,536,000, but this year the 5re loss is 
on its wav up again. Losses reported in the first six months 
of 1950 total $367,117,000, five percent above the first half of 
1949. The NFPA, sponsor of Fire Prevention Week. Oct. 8-14, 
attributes the increase to greater human carelessness in tol- 
erating fire hazards.

Outlaw Communists? 


The problem of whether, in a free society, we should 


make membership in the Communist party illegal clearly in- 
volves deep questions of principal. Many non-Communists 
feel that it would establish a precedent "of great potential 
danger. Many others feel strongly that Communism at home 
is as great a menace as Communism abroad and cannot be 
tolerated. 


An extremely interesting contribution to this contro- 


versy has been provided by Justice Robert H. Jackson of the 
Supreme Court. It is found in an opinion written by him in 
a test case before the Court concerning the constitutional 
validity of that provision of the Taft-Hartley Act which re- 
quires that officers of a labor union file an affidavit that they 
are not members of the Communist party. 


Mr. Jackson opened his opinion with these words: "If 


the statute before us required labor union officers to for- 
swear membership in the Republican party, the Democratic 
party, or the Socialist party, I suppose all agree that it would, 
be unconstitutional. But why, if it is valid as to the Com- 
munist party? The answer, for me. is in the decisive differ- 
ence between the Communist party and every other party of 
any importance in the long experience of the United States 
with party government." 


The justice then went on to point out five distinguish- 


ing characteristics of the Communist party which place it in 
a unique position. In each case, he elaborated at length on 
these points which, in very brief form, are as follows: 


1. "The goal of the Communist party is to seize powers 


of government by and for a minority rather than to acquire 
power through the vote of a free electorate." 


2. "The Communist party alone among^ American parties 
past or present is dominated and controlled by a foreign gov- 
ernment." 


3. "Violent and undemocratic means are the calculated 


and indispensable methods to attain the Communist party's 
goal" 


4. "The Communist party has sought to gain this lever- 


age and hold on the American population by acquiring con- 
trol of the labor movement." 


5. "Every member of the Communist party is an agent 
to execute the Communist program." 


Mr. Jackson, of course, was dealing with a specific pro- 


vision of one law—not with the proposition of whether the 
Communist party could be declared illegal. However, the 
points he laid down are, in general, those which have caused 
many thoughtful people to conclude that American Commu- 
nism, with its foreign allegiances, is toe great a danger to the 
nation to be permitted to exist. The evidence is now over- 
whelming that its sole purpose is to destroy this government 
and that the Kremlin calls the tune to which it dances.

CANASTA 


Meld When Partner Melds 


By OSWALD' JACOB V 


The following mournful letter 


comes from way out in West Texas 
where it appears that men are now 
canasta players. 


"It was the first hand of ths 


game. I was the first player and 
the up card was a. four spot. After 
drawing from the stock, I held 
Joker A-A-A-K-10-9-7-5-4-2-2. I 
melded the three acea and dis- 
carueu ihe four. 


"At his first turn to play my 


right hand opponent froze the dis- 
card pile. His next two discards 
were aces. Then my partner start- 
ed throwing aces also. It seems 
that he had a pair of them. 


"Meanwhile, I had been draw- 


ing and discarding and had man- 
aged to pair my king and ten and 
get rid of my five and seven. After 
getting rid of his two aces my 
partner started throwing 
wild 


cards into the frozen pile which by 
this time had become quite large. 
Then I paired my nine. 


"It seemed to me that I had to 


start playing safe so I decided to 
throw my wild cards into the pile 
also. That gave me three safe dis- 
cards and I was lucky, or as it 
happened unlucky, enough to draw 
some additional safe cards so that 
I held out until the stock pfle was 
almost exhausted. 


"However, all things come to an 


end and eventually I was stuck. I 
had to throw a dangerous card and 
the next players got the pile, Our 
opponents almost managed to go 
out on that one hand and we didn't 
even make one canasta. 


"My partner said that all our 


troubles were the result of iny 
melding at my first turn of play. I 
claim- our troubles were due to my 
partner failing to make a canasta 
in aces for me. Who was right? 


My complete sympathy goes to 


my correspondent. It is true that 
his Initial meld started the chain 
reaction that led up to the final 
catastrophe but he should not re- 
ceive any of the blame. His part- 
ner was entirely at f ault. 


The moment that the opposition 


froze the discard pile his partner 
should have seen the danger of 
competing for it. At the same time 
he held two aces and a couple of 
wild cards. He should have added 
the aces and one or maybe both 
the wild cards to the meld of aces 
on the table acd put down any na- 
tural meld that he could. 


In that case my correspondent 


would have been able to go out 
very quickly. .With really good 
luck he might have gone out be- 
fore, the other side melded at all. 
With poor luck the opponents 
might have gotten the discard pile 
and melded enough to win points 
on the hand. However, there was 
no chance of & catastrophe. 


Accordingly I charge the loss to 


bad partnership. Good canasta 
players meld when their partners 
meld. More about this in my next 
article.

several days, begin to open and:

mediately after acute infections; 
like pneumonia or meningitis. It;

connection with chickenpox which 
is also a disease caused by a virus. 
Small epidemics of herpes have 
developed at the same time as epi- 
demics oi chickenpox. and there 
seems good reason to believe that 
an occasional person can develop 
chiekenpox from contact with a 
patient with shingles and vice 
versa.

Among 
the more recent methods is the 
use of X-rays. It seems quite pos- 
sible that some of the newer anti- 
biotic relatives of penicillin may 
turn out to be of real value as a 
treatment — especially if given 
early in thj course of the disease.

The first step toward making- a.
